Protestants Waiver 
On Homosexuality 

T he foundation of discrimination against sexual 
minorities lies within the church. However, not 
all churches, maybe not even most, wish to 
keep us suppressed. Some houses of God are fully 
in support of equality. MCC and the Unitarian Univer- 
salists are not only open to the idea of equality, but we 
see them standing up for us at every turn. The range 
in policies regarding BGLQT issues within the vast 
amount of churches is as diverse as the people with¬ 
in. The issue gets more complex through the tiers of 
hierarchy that govern each church. A stroll through 
the religions of Harrisburg offers a plethora of mind¬ 
sets, policies, and controversies when considering 
what place sexual minorities hold within the church. 

The Protestants are paying close attention to the is¬ 
sue of homosexuality. While tradition and regulations 
of a church are hard to change, the appeals of sex¬ 
ual minority congregation members are being heard. 
Three different Protestant denominations within Har¬ 
risburg, each having their own governing system 
and decision making process, are all undergoing the 
same transition. While the top tiers of each denomi¬ 
nation remain opposed to same sex marriage or ho¬ 
mosexual ministers, the congregants and pastors of 
each congregation are asking for equality, and asking 
their higher orders to reconsider their principles. 



St. Michael’s 


Lutheran Church 

St. Michael Lutheran Church (St. Michael’s) includes 
“gay, lesbian, bisexual or transgender” in their wel¬ 
coming statement just before the words, “We are a 
Reconciling in Christ Church." They have a same- 
sex blessing policy which is within the folds of their 


higher order. Evangelical Lutheran Church in America 
(ELCA). They also have a ministry policy that dis¬ 
regards sexual orientation or gender identity, which 
defiantly contradicts the ELCA. 

In 2003, the congregation council of St. Michael’s 
adopted a “Policy for Non-Traditional Services of 
Blessing," which includes blessings for “same sex 
couples.” In 2008 the ELCA released a “Draft State¬ 
ment on Human Sexuality," which concludes that the 
church “does not have a consensus regarding loving 
and committed same-gender relationships. [...] Some 
pastors and congregations will advocate repentance 
and celibacy. Other pastors and congregations will 
call our same-gender-oriented brothers and sisters in 
Christ to establish relationships that are chaste, mu¬ 
tual, monogamous, and life-long. These relationships 
are to be held to the same rigorous standards and 
sexual ethics as all others.” The draft goes on to say 
that ELCA recognizes the term “marriage” to be be¬ 
tween one man and one woman and “does not wish 
to alter this understanding.” It further recognizes that 
states are defining their own terms for “marriage” and 
clarifies, “This is the prerogative of the state, which is 
the realm in which civil marriage and the laws govern¬ 
ing it exist.” 

On February 19,2009, after reviewing congregational 
responses to the draft, the ECLA released “Human 
Sexuality: Gift and Trust,” which they refer to as a 
“proposed social statement.” The lack of a Lutheran 
consensus regarding same sex marriage is reiter¬ 
ated. The newer document outlines four conflicting 
viewpoints on the subject. While the marriage defi¬ 
nition of “one man and one woman” is provided as 
“tradition”, the ECLA-proposed social statement ex¬ 
cludes any indication whether or not they wish to alter 
this understanding. 

Both the draft and the proposed social statement 
clearly express the desire for equality and protection 
for same-sex oriented people and same-sex couples 
under civil law. This includes civil-unions which have 
the same benefits as marriage. 

A gay minister is a more controversial subject within 
the Lutheran church. The “Draft Statement on Hu¬ 
man Sexuality” discussed above was the result of a 
four year study (2001 to 2005) within the Lutheran 
church by the “Task Force for the ELCA Studies on 
Sexuality.” The task force presented three recom- 










mendations: 1)... “be urged to concentrate on find¬ 
ing ways to live together faithfully In the midst of 
disagreements'...; 2)... “welcome gay and lesbian 
persons Into Its life [...], and trust pastors and con¬ 
gregations to discern ways to provide faithful pastoral 
care to same-sex couples: and 3) Ordain gays and 
lesbians In committed relationships. 


Hawkins was the laying on of hands. Rev. Keiser 
stood in the middle of the congregation, and every¬ 
body laid their hands on him. For those who couldn’t 
reach, hands were put on the shoulders of those in 
front of them. Hawkins says, “It was a very moving 
and wonderful event." Hawkins knows of no formal 
response from ECLA. 


While the first two recommendations fit on a half 
page, the third recommendation stretches across 
three pages including a background, a discussion of 
two positions (Homosexuality as sin and brokenness 
vs. Homosexuality as condition, not choice), rationale 
and description of the proposed process and finally 
the recommendation in legislative terms. The recom¬ 
mendation is quite convoluted, and difficult to summa¬ 
rize. The #3 summary given in the above paragraph 
was taken from “Minutes of the Lutheran Episcopal 
Coordinating Committee (LECC) June 20-22,2005." 

The first two recommendations were adopted by the 
ELCA Churchwide Assembly; the third was not. The 
ELCA policy, dictating within “Visions and Expecta¬ 
tions', stands as: “Ordained ministers who are ho¬ 
mosexual in their self-understanding are expected to 
abstain from homosexual sexual relationships." 

St. Michaels is a member of “Reconciling in Christ" 
(RIC) (lcna.org/ric.shtm). This program was started 
after a 2002 movement within the Lutheran church to 
include people of all sexual orientations and gender 
identities. 


On www.elm.org, you’ll find much information about 
an organization named Extraordinary Lutheran Minis¬ 
tries (ELM), Including their mission statement, which 
starts as, “Our vision is to create, empower, and 
sustain a growing number of faith communities that 
are committed to the full participation of people of all 
sexual orientations and gender identities in the life 
and ministry of the Lutheran church." 



On January 25th, Rev. 
Steve Keiser, a member 
of the ELM roster, was 
ordained in Philadelphia. 
Harrisburg’s pastor, Larry 
Hawkins, took part in a pro¬ 
cession of forty clergy and 
five hundred congregants. 
Most memorable to Pastor 


St. Michael’s remains a warm, welcoming place to 
find the divine, and worship within a traditional envi¬ 
ronment regardless of legislation, and hierarchy gov¬ 
erning tiers. Pastor Larry Hawkins seeks out ways to 
ensure his congregation has a channel to the Lord, 
and that members have a firm network of support 
regardless of their sexual orientation. The topic of 
homosexuality and the church gives Pastor Hawkins 
a great deal of pain and sorrow. He feels that a re¬ 
ligious attitude to isolate and reject people as they 
are, and alienating a large population away from their 
Lord, Is devastating. 



Pine Street 
Presbyterian Church 

Same-gender marriage has not yet arisen in the Pine 
Street Presbyterian Church, according to its pastor 
Dr. Russell Sullivan, Jr. He explained during a brief 
discussion that the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States (PCUSA) has stated that sexual orientation 
should not be a hindrance to a person’s search for 
God and the divine. He noted the PCUSA still en¬ 
courages more study and reflection on these issues. 

In 1978, the PCUSA General Assembly released a 
major statement paper entitled, “The Church and Ho¬ 
mosexuality: A Preliminary Study," which explored the 
legal rights of homosexuals, their place in the church, 
and the ordination of homosexuals as deacons. 
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elders, or ministers. While then concluding, “the 
practice of homosexuality is sin," the paper ardently 
qualified its conclusions by noting many unanswered 
questions and stating: “Because God continues to re¬ 
veal more of himself and His will in each succeeding 
age, we do not believe that a position taken in any 
one period sets forth the final understanding of his 
Word to the church." The PCUSA position in these 
categories has evolved over the years as a result of 
this open-minded and compassionate approach. 

Pastor Sullivan explained 
how the PCUSA continu¬ 
ally urges contextual inter¬ 
pretation of Scripture, and 
that he would not summar¬ 
ily discourage homosexual 
behavior, wanting instead 
to achieve a greater under¬ 
standing of the individual. 
As “all persons are cre- 
Pastor Dr. Russell Sullivan Jr. gted in the image of God," 

the PCUSA has encouraged the church’s sensitivity 
to “the difficulty of rejecting a person’s sexual ori¬ 
entation without rejecting the person. [The church] 
should be open to more light on what goes into shap¬ 
ing one’s sexual preferences and reexamine its life 
and teaching in relation to people who are seeking 
affirmation and needing acceptance and who are ap¬ 
parently not free to change their orientations.” In the 
decades following the preliminary study, the PCUSA 
has encouraged a welcoming and inclusive approach 
to the issue, emphasizing compassion and under¬ 
standing, and has affirmed the fundamental civil and 
non-discrimination rights of sexual minorities and the 
decriminalization of any associated behaviors. 

Concerning same-gender unions, the PCUSA has 
consistently interpreted Scripture as “God’s intention 
for all people is to live either in fidelity within the cov¬ 
enant of marriage between a man and a woman or in 
chastity in singleness." From this interpretation. Pas¬ 
tor Sullivan cannot perform any ceremony that would 
“marry” a same-gender couple, though he is able to 
offer blessings to a same-gender “union.” In 2004 a 
PCUSA statement affirmed this distinction, yet also 
urged state and federal legislators to “change state 
[federal] laws to include the right of same-gender per¬ 
sons to civil union and, thereby, to extend to them 
all the benefits, privileges, and responsibilities of civil 
union, and urges all persons to support such chang¬ 


es." Pastor Sullivan explained his emphasis on God’s 
intention - “fidelity in marriage, chastity in singleness" 
- over the distinction between “marriage" and “union." 
Again reflecting on the possibility that God’s will may 
not yet be fully revealed. Pastor Sullivan realizes he 
may be currently restricted, yet he extends himself 
where he can, emphasizing good behaviors and al¬ 
lowing for a later evolution of the church’s position. 

The root definition of “homosexuality as sin” led to the 
PCUSA’s 1979 position regarding ordination: 

• To be an ordained officer is to be a human 
instrument, touched by divine power but still an 
earthen vessel. As portrayed in scripture, the of¬ 
ficers set before the church and community an 
example of piety, love, service and moral integ¬ 
rity. Officers are not free from repeated expres¬ 
sions of sin. Neither are members and officers 
free to adopt a lifestyle of conscious, continuing 
and unresisted sin in any area of their lives. For 
the church to ordain a self-affirming practic¬ 
ing homosexual person to ministry would be to 
act in contradiction of its charter and calling in 
scripture, setting motion both within the church 
and in society serious contradictions to the will 
of Christ. 

• The repentant homosexual person who finds 
the power of Christ redirecting his or her sexual 
desires toward a married heterosexual commit¬ 
ment, or finds God’s power to control his or her 
desires and to adopt a celibate lifestyle, can cer¬ 
tainly be ordained, all other qualifications being 
met. 

The PCUSA affirmed this position in 1982 and 1993 
and, following a three-year study, evolved their posi¬ 
tion only slightly in 1996 stating: “Persons refusing 
to repent of any self-acknowledged practice which 
the confessions call sin shall not be ordained and/ 
or installed as deacons, elders, or ministers.” The 
same statement later requested the congregations 
and presbyteries to “continue study of the issue of 
ordination and human sexuality...relating to the goal 
of seeking more clarity in discerning God’s will" and 
to remain open to “the leading of God’s Spirit, espe¬ 
cially in those spaces between our differences where 
a more complete understanding of God’s Truth is be¬ 
ing sought.” 



As a member of the Presbytery of Carlisle, the Pine 
Street Presbyterian Church includes many examples 
of community service: they operate Downtown Daily 
Bread and Giving Tree, conduct recycling and eco- 
friendly programs, partner in various collection pro¬ 
grams (“Contribute your unused eyeglasses!”), and 
offer peacemaking and disaster relief mission work. 
The church offers a consistent message of welcome 
and inclusiveness, from their Sunday service hand¬ 
outs to Pastor Sullivan's easy, open manner. As one 
church among its presbytery. Pine Street reflects the 
PCUSA’s encouragement of a compassionate ap¬ 
proach, and its recognition that while questions re¬ 
garding sexual minorities and inclusion remain, they 
can be approached with love as directed by the con¬ 
tinual search to understand God’s will. 



St. Stephens 
Episcopal Cathedral 

Located on Front St. in downtown Harrisburg, St. Ste¬ 
phen’s Episcopal Cathedral functions as a member 
and home office of the Diocese of Central Pennsylva¬ 
nia. The Diocese aligns with the Episcopal Church, 
USA and the Worldwide Anglican Communion. The 
Episcopalian approach is another variation in the 
Protestant Christian tradition, and one which recent 
events suggest is slightly more progressive than 
some Christian counterparts. Rev. Patrick Collins, 
Curate for St. Stephen’s, invoked this progressive 
and open manner in a conversation regarding mat¬ 
ters of sexual orientation, same-gender couples, and 
Episcopalian ordination. 

As the Episcopalian Church understands itself as a 
Reformed Christian viewpoint, they simultaneously 
hold high respect for their traditions yet keep them 
available for continual challenge and development. 
Rev. Collins spoke of this theological approach as one 
of “tension and acceptance,” encouraging positions 
of inclusiveness and compassionate mutual listening 
to all viewpoints equally. Rev. Collins emphasized a 


“contextual interpretation of 
Scripture” as one cause for 
the wide range of positions, 
depending on the extent 
a person (parish, diocese) 
finds The Bible as the liv¬ 
ing word of God versus a 
book written by man - thus 
with all his flaws - and in¬ 
tended to represent God’s Patrick A. Collins 
teachings. Specific Bible verses supposedly speak 
to the issue of same-gender union and are interpreted 
oppositely by each side of the argument. The end 
result, it would seem, has become what Rev. Collins 
cautioned as a “real fracturing” within the Anglican- 
Episcopalian Communion. 

The question (comparatively speaking) does not sur¬ 
round mere acceptance of alternative lifestyles into 
the Episcopalian faith; they could be reasonably 
considered an early innovator in this regard. Theo¬ 
logically - which the Instruments of Communion (the 
Anglican four governing components) are careful to 
maintain framing - the question seems to arise as 
concerning the heterosexual, procreative aspect to 
the Bible’s (currently interpreted) definition of “mar¬ 
riage.” 

In 1998 the Lambeth Conference, one such Commu¬ 
nion Instrument, released Resolution 1.10 on Human 
Sexuality: 

This Conference, 

a) in view of the teaching of Scripture, upholds 
faithfulness in marriage between a man and a 
woman in lifelong union, and believes that ab¬ 
stinence is right for those who are not called to 
marriage; 

b) recognizes that there are among us persons 
who experience themselves as having a homo¬ 
sexual orientation. Many of these are members 
of the Church and are seeking the pastoral care, 
moral direction of the Church, and God’s trans¬ 
forming power for the living of their lives and the 
ordering of relationships. We commit ourselves 
to listen to the experience of homosexual per¬ 
sons and we wish to assure them that they are 
loved by God and that all baptized, believing and 
faithful persons, regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion, are full members of the Body of Christ; 
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c) while rejecting homosexual practice as in¬ 
compatible with Scripture, calls on all our people 
to minister pastorally and sensitively to all irre¬ 
spective of sexual orientation and to condemn 
irrational fear of homosexuals, violence within 
marriage and any trivialisation and commerciali¬ 
sation of sex; 

d) cannot advise the legitimising or blessing of 
same sex unions nor ordaining those involved in 
same gender unions; 

These findings were both lauded and criticized. (It 
should be noted that “homosexual practice” in c. 
above includes a non-celibate approach.) The Most 
Reverend Frank T. Griswold, The Episcopal Church, 
USA Presiding Bishop at the time, stated of these 
findings: “Rather than settling the matter once and 
for all, the Lambeth Conference has brought the sub¬ 
ject of homosexuality into the public discourse of the 
Communion, something which would have been im¬ 
possible at the last Lambeth Conference ten years 
ago.” 

Resolution 1.10’s statement that “...we commit our¬ 
selves to listen to the experience of homosexual and 
faithful persons...” prompted the Anglican Consulta¬ 
tive Council (another Communion Instrument with 
members of both the clergy and the laity) to appoint 
a Facilitator to “The Listening Process." This position 
is substantively supported with online resources for 
parishes and dioceses to aid in their understanding 
and acceptance of those with alternative lifestyles, 
including the publication, “The Anglican Communion 
and Homosexuality.” Facilitator Rev. Philip Groves 
wrote the publication and manages the online sup¬ 
port, which suggests a strong understanding of the 
issue’s divisiveness in the Communion: “The preva¬ 
lence of homophobia (the irrational fear of gay and 
lesbian people) has led to those who hold a traditional 
view of the inappropriateness of sexual activity out¬ 
side marriage being labeled as homophobic just for 
holding those views. In consequence they too have 
felt it unsafe to articulate their views. Safe ground 
includes space for honesty about conservative atti¬ 
tudes to sexuality." 

The Diocese of New Hampshire fueled the debate on 

the church’s potential move to recognize and bless 

same-sex relationships by electing Reverend V. Gene 

Robinson - an openly gay priest in a monogamous

committed relationship - as their ninth diocesan bish¬ 
op. Entering office in March 2004, Robinson quickly 
became a touchstone which launched the discussion 
to greater prominence. (Most recently. Bishop Rob¬ 
inson delivered the invocation at President Obama’s 
inaugural kickoff event, though it was widely held that 
his selection was made only to offset Rick Warren’s 
selection, and some broadcasts of the kickoff event 
failed to include Robinson’s invocation.) 

The combination of Bishop Robinson’s election and 
the choice of a Canadian diocese in to “authorise 
services for use in connection with same sex unions” 
led the Lambeth Commission in 2004 to prepare The 
Windsor Report, whose mandate (at the behest of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury) was to offer insight and 
information to aid the Anglican Communion’s under¬ 
standing of these issues. In the Report’s Foreword, 
to Lambeth Commission Chairman Dr. Robin Eames 
wrote: “The depth of conviction and feeling on all 
sides of the current issues has on occasions intro¬ 
duced a degree of harshness and a lack of charity 
which is new to Anglicanism. A process of dissent is 
not new to the Communion but it has never before 
been expressed with such force nor in ways which 
have been so accessible to international scrutiny. Not 
all the opinions voiced have been expressed in ways 
which are conducive to dialogue or the encourage¬ 
ment of communion.” 

The 2004 release prompted the creation of The Wind¬ 
sor Continuation Group to apply, adopt, and evolve 
the positions stated in the initial report. The Group 
released a set of Initial Observations at the 2008 
Lambeth Conference which spoke to a potential loss 
of trust within the Anglican Communion, the turmoil 
this issue has caused with the Episcopal Church, and 
the long road the full Communion must still travel in 
its theological interpretation of Scripture to achieve a 
greater understanding of “God’s will.” 

Efforts for full BGLQT inclusion in all matters Episco¬ 
palian have their allies and advocates. Integrity USA 
(integrityusa. org) is a nonprofit organization which 
since 1974 has been “the leading grassroots voice 
for the full inclusion of BLGQT persons in the Epis¬ 
copal Church and equal access to its rites.” Integrity 
has partner parishes in Reading and Wilkes-Barre, 
and local chapters in Philadelphia, Bethlehem, and 
Pittsburgh. Integrity is part of Claiming the Bless¬ 
ing (claimingtheblessing.org), “an unincorporated 


coalition of Episcopal organizations and individuals 
advocating for full inclusion of all the baptized in all 
sacraments of the church - Including the blessing of 
same-sex relationships and equal access to all orders 
of ministry by qualified gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgendered candidates.” 

There are, however, equally strong organizations ad¬ 
vocating a more conservative interpretation of Scrip¬ 
ture. Among the most vocal is the American Anglican 
Council (americananglican.org) whose history sug¬ 
gests reactions to Anglican Communion Instrument 
positions which directly oppose more liberal advo¬ 
cacy groups. 


Conclusion 

St. Michael’s was included in this article since the 
BGLQT community is specifically addressed in its 
outreach. Within a random group of churches upon 
which we inquired. Pine Street Presbyterian and St. 
Stephen's were the first two to make themselves 
available. We're not sure if other churches purposely 
eluded us, or if they were unavailable because of their 
pressed schedules. We ended up with three Prot¬ 
estant churches, perhaps because this is where the 
most wavering resides. 

The contradictory nature of this topic makes it a dif¬ 
ficult read, but if you comb through it carefully you'll 
find some interesting similarities. On the downside, 
none of these churches will officially recognize same- 
sex marriage, nor ordain gay clergy. On the up-side, 
there is movement within all three to do the opposite. 
For all three churches the personal approach of the 
clergy gave one the sense of a foot soldier that keeps 
in step with headquarters, but retains the openness of 
each congregation's vast diversity. All churches hold 
strong support for equal protection and rights for each 
person; this includes civil union with similar benefits 
to marriage.

How often have we gathered, brothers and sisters 
across the Commonwealth and indeed, the nation, 
to stop or protest harmful and hurtful legislation that 
affects the entire LGBT community? Thousands 
across Pennsylvania and millions from coast to coast 
took to the streets following the devastating passage 
of Proposition 8 in California. We were, at that mo¬ 
ment, standing arm-in-arm in solidarity with those on 
the entirely opposite side of the continent. Often our 
voices, and the voices of our allies, speak out against 
something: Against the passage of Proposition 8. 
Against the effort to amend our own state’s constitu¬ 
tion to limit same-sex relationship recognition. Not 
this time. 

This March, Representative Dan Frankel (Pittsburgh) 
will re-introduce legislation that would protect lesbian, 
gay. bisexual, and transgender people from getting 
fired from their jobs and kicked out of their housing 
simply because of their sexual orientation and gender 
identity or expression. Eighty percent of Pennsylva¬ 
nian's live in areas where there are no local laws that 
protect against such discrimination, and every year 
our legal clinic receives hundreds of calls from nearly 
every county in Pennsylvania to report this type of 
discrimination. Last session. Representative Babette 
Josephs (Philadelphia), Chair of the State Govern¬ 
ment Committee, held public hearings across the 
state on this bill, and heard from victims of discrimi¬ 
nation, people of faith, business leaders, and others 
who strongly support this bill. Over the years, the 
groundwork has been laid and public support gar¬ 
nered to pass this legislation that will directly impact 
the lives of thousands across Pennsylvania. 

But to pass this bill, we all need to stand up, speak 
out, and let our voices be heard. Gay, straight, bi, 
lesbian, trans, queer, allied folk- however you identi¬ 
fy- need to collectively speak with one voice and de¬ 
mand these basic protections. Recent polling shows 
broad-based overwhelming support across every de¬ 


mographic group and geographic region across the 
state, yet a vocal minority has time and again been 
able to thwart the popular will, and basic fairness. 

Upon this bill's introduction this session, LGBT and al¬ 
lied Pennsylvanians need to speak out for our broth¬ 
ers and sisters for which the passage of this legisla¬ 
tion would have a tremendous impact on their daily 
lives. Written here, many times before, has been a 
call to contact your legislators. The impact of these 
phone calls and visits are large and consequential - 
every constituent who calls their legislator tmly has a 
major impact on the livelihood of thousands of people 
in Pennsylvania. To find your legislator and get their 
contact information, just visit http://equaljtypa.org. 
Individually every one of us can make a difference, 
and collectively we can demonstrate the breadth and 
power of our support. On March 17, 2009, we will 
gather in the Capitol Rotunda in Harrisburg to speak 
together, in one voice, to pass this legislation. Buses 
will leave from both Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, and 
hundreds will gather in the halls of power to demand 
fairness and equality. Lobby training and a free lunch 
will be provided at 11:30 AM, tentatively at St. Mi¬ 
chael’s Lutheran Church, We will then move into the 
Capitol Rotunda to rally at 1:00 PM. More information 
can also be found at http://equalitypa.org. 

Amy Balliet gained national attention when, after the 
passage of Proposition 8, she created a website, 
Jointheimpact, and mobilized millions of LGBT and 
allied people in nearly every major American city to 
speak out, and stand up for equality. I went to high 
school with Amy, and spoke with her after the rallies. 
She was humbled by the power of her voice; one 
voice. 

Collectively in Pennsylvania, speaking with one voice, 
we can all make a tremendous impact and pass leg¬ 
islation to protect LGBT people against discrimina¬ 
tion. Join us on March 17, 2009, and let our voices 
resonate through the halls of the Capitol. Speak out, 
stand up, and help us Rock the Dome on March 17!

U ntil a few days ago, I had no idea what I 
was going to write about for this issue of 
the Panzee Press. I had even told Bolton 
that I was going to stay away from Obama. BUT, 
that all changed when it came to light that six out 
of the fifteen persons Obama nominated for his 
cabinet seem to have an issue with owing back 
taxes. Now, before you get to thinking that this 
is another one of my articles smearing Obama, 
guess again. This time I actually feel sorry for the 
guy! I, just like many others of you, know it is easy 
to forget when we have not fulfilled an obligation.

This is a very important time for 
not only the GLBT communities of California, but 
also for all of us nationwide. The decision that will 
come from the highest courts in California will de¬ 
cide how our communities will progress towards 
achieving the equality of heterosexuals. I encour¬ 
age you to visit couragecampaign.org/divorce to 
learn more about March 5th and what you can do 
to take part in supporting the GLBT communities 
of California.

Gluten Free Piet with Whole Foods 

We all need vitamins, minerals and fiber in our 
diets.

•Quinoa Is an old world grain that is gluten-free and 
includes all the essential amino acids. 

•Nuts are often used as flours and are a good source 
of fiber and nutrients. 

•Buckwheat, contrary to its name, is not wheat, and is 
gluten-free. 

•Amaranth has a unique flavor and is a grain that is 
gluten-free and high In protein.

Right now she needs to make everything a gay issue, and that definitely embarrasses you and 
your family/friends posse. There are many reasons for that. 1. She could be newly out, and is 
being defensive about it, daring just about anyone to put her back in the closet. 2. She’s not 
so newly out, but has experienced things that make her want to continue daring anyone to put 
her back in the closet (hmmm, could be your posse has a hand in that.) 3. She wants to lead 
by example. If people don’t know someone is gay, then they won’t have a face to put on those 
they inadvertently, or advertently, discriminate against. 4. She likes the reactions she’s getting 
from her behavior. 5. This is her. Whether it is in reference to her sexuality or something else, 
you can probably point to her behavior being over the top. 6. This is mostly her. She’s trying 
on a new identity, coming to know herself, and will find herself in time. 

Please keep in mind that for your sister, so many things ARE a gay issue, just as so many 
things are a straight issue for you. The general public, as well as family and friends, assumes 
one is straight unless told otherwise. Your sister is not content to let that assumption stand. 

Perhaps in time, and with complete acceptance for who she is by you, family members, and 
friends, she won’t feel the need to be so Out, Loud and Proud. Support her, let her know you 
love her, let her know you accept who she is, warts and all, and she’ll find her own comfort 
zone.

Down to the Bone

Mayra Lazara Dole's novel, ‘Down to the Bone,’ is a creative 
and colorful work of fiction aimed at young adult readers, 
but has the potential to span generations. ‘Down to the 
Bone' is the story of a Miami bom Cuban teenager named 
Laura whose happy life and relationship with Marlena 
comes crashing down around her when everyone finds out 
about her secret love. 

Laura finds herself homeless after her mother disowns her 
for not conforming to the societal norm of heterosexuality. 
Laura discovers not only the limits of her mother's 
conditional love, but about herself. She discovers not 
only about what it means to be a lesbian, but to be an out 
lesbian, to experience real love, and to receive it. 

The protagonist is Cuban-American, but this book speaks 
to any lesbian of color who has faced judgment from family 
members, clergy, or so called friends. This book is an 
excellent resource for young lesbians who fear coming out 
or have had a difficult coming out. 

I found the book to be not only humorous, but so soulful 
and refreshing. The colorful gay community rarely appeals 
to the people of color within It. This book does.

Down to the Bone

W ritten for young adults, this fast 
paced novel about a 17-year-old 
Cuban - American ‘lortillera," 
(the Cuban slang word for dyke) who gets 
caught in her Catholic school reading a 
love letter from her girlfriend, grips you 
from the first page and doesn't let you go. 
The main character, Laura, is not only 
thrown out of school but tossed out of the 
house by her mother, who says she can't 
love Laura unless she changes. 


As Laura tries to conform, she experiences both the 
selfishness of those whose greatest fear is ‘^vhat the 
neighbors will think," and the unconditional love of friends 
who accept her as she is. The author skillfully weaves 
messages of equality and civil rights through the narrative 
as Laura's insight Into life and love matures. 

This middle-aged Lesbian reviewer was impressed not 
only by the authenticity of the coming out part of this story 

- one in four US gay and lesbian youth who come out to 
their partners are thrown out of their homes - but by the 
texture of GLBT Latino youths' lives in Miami. There is 
even a Cuban slang dictionary in the back of the book. 

Those of any age who read this book will gain a better 
understanding of the pressures of GLBT young adults, 
and will probably learn a bit about dealing with those 
pressures. “Down to the Bone” adroitly reaches an 
audience that has been previously ignored and brings 
this audience exactly the kind of story It seeks. Let's hope 
every school library carries a copy of this book.

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Making anger pay: 

Employment rights and 
civil liberties for all 
Pennsylvanians now

O n Election Day 
2008, Amer¬ 
ica voted for 
change. But in California, Proposition 8, which 
sought to ban same-sex marriage, passed with 
52 percent of the vote — a major step back¬ 
wards. 

People are angry — as they should be. All 
families deserve to be valued. No family is 
second-class. No individual should be forced 
to remain single. No child ought to be raised 
outside of marriage Just because some adults 
are small-minded, biased and unfair. But not 
everyone in the LGBTQ community (or the 
straight community, for that matter) wants to 
marry. Same-sex marriage puts the pressure on 
— .sometimes where it is not wanted. 

Being single, footloose, carefree and non-tra- 
ditional has its fans (in both communities), but 
being discriminated against in the workplace 
sucks for everyone. 

Those of us in Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Erie 
County and in 11 other communities in the 
Commonwealth have recourse if we are denied 
a job, refused a promotion, evicted from our 
apartment or thrown out of public accom¬ 
modation based on our sexual orientation, but 
the remaining 75 percent of the state’s more 
than 12 million residents do not live with such 
protection. 

Your rights should not depend on whether your 
town or county has decided to protect them. 
Every Pennsylvanian deserves this help. 

Several of my colleagues and I worked dili¬ 
gently last session to correct this deficiency, 
but just as it was poised for committee action, 
anti-gay hysteria flared and the bill had to be 
withdrawn. My colleagues and I are again 
planning to introduce this bill (H.B. 300) in the 


hope of more positive results. 

A majority of Pennsylvanians already know it 
is the right thing to do. A Susquehanna Polling 
and Research poll reported 86 percent of Penn¬ 
sylvanians believe there should be workplace 
equality for lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans- 
gendered people; 84 percent supported laws 
prohibiting discrimination in housing; and 89 
percent favored equal access to public accom¬ 
modations. 

It’s also the smart thing to do for our economy. 
Twenty states - including Maryland, New 
Jersey and New York - already have laws that 
ban job discrimination ba.sed on sexual orien¬ 
tation. Twelve states, including New Jersey, 
have laws banning job discrimination based on 
gender identity. These states have a competitive 
advantage over Pennsylvania when it comes to 
attracting and retaining businesses and resi¬ 
dents. 

As the economy continues to decline and jobs 
are lost, we can and must do more to ensure 
equal employment rights for all Pennsylva¬ 
nians, regardless of gender identity or sexual 
orientation. But elected officials cannot do it 
without you. Get active in organizations that 
protect civil liberties. Write the gay and straight 
press. Talk gay rights up with your neigh¬ 
bors, friends and family. Involve your church, 
synagogue, mosque or temple. As the 2009-10 
legislative session begins in earnest, let’s turn 
our anger over Prop 8 into making Pennsylva¬ 
nia a better place for everyone.

St Joseph’s Pasta 

M arch...that wonderful month when winter winds down, 
basketball madness takes hold, and we all enjoy 
partying with our friends on St. Joseph’s Day. Don’t 
know of St. Joseph’s Day? Then you can join Viktor for that 
other Saint’s Day celebration. 

For many Italians, this holiday is larger than St. Patrick’s Day 
or even Mardi Gras. In New Orleans, which was a major port 
of entry for Sicilian immigrants during the nineteenth century, 
the Feast of St. Joseph is a city wide event. The Italian popu¬ 
lation has groups which are similar to the many marching 
clubs and truck parades of Mardi Gras and St Patrick’s Day. 
These groups stage their last procession of the season on 
the Sunday prior to St Joseph’s day. also known as Super 
Sunday, after which their costumes are dismantled. 

New Orleans isn’t the only community to put so much effort 
Into this holiday. There are large celebrations in New York 
City and Buffalo, New York, Chicago, Kansas City, Missouri 
and throughout Rhode Island. Where there Is a high con¬ 
centration of Italian families, you will find them celebrating St. 
Joseph’s Day. 

As a child I have many fond memories of this particular day. 
There were many strange traditions that I never understood, 
but over the years have come to appreciate. I would watch 
my Aunt Myelin, the eldest in my family, take a piece of the 
bread and carefully wrap it up. She told me she would save it 
for the year, as is tradition, to remember and ward off famine. 
I thought she was a bit of a nut, but then again, we never did 
starve. 

My mother would get upset with my father as she would find 
beans in his pants pockets when she was doing the laundry. 
Years later I discovered that when you would enter someone’s 
home they would have bowls of beans on a small homemade 
alter dedicated to St. Joseph. When you would come into the 
home, it was expected for you to take a small handful and put 
them In your pocket for good luck. 

The origin of the holiday stretches back to the Middle Ages. 
In Sicily, where St Joseph is their patron saint, (and in many 
Italian-American communities), there was a great drought 
and the people prayed to their patron saint to bring rain. They 
promised if the rains came, they would prepare a large feast 
in his honor. The rains came and the people prepared a ban¬ 
quet in celebration. The fava bean was the crop that saved 
the population from starvation, which is why it is on alters in 
homes. Giving food to the poor and needy is also a tradition 
during this time. 

St Joseph is, of course, the husband to Mary who gave birth 
to Jesus. This makes St Joseph’s day the traditional Italian 
Father’s Day, celebrated centuries before America was dis- 
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covered. St Joseph was so important to my family, that they 
named my brother for this patron saint. 

This day has another significance. Traditionally this is the day 
that the swallows return to the Mission of San Juan Capist¬ 
rano, in California. There are many stories related to why 
and when this event started. No matter its origin, 
the fact is that on October 23rd the swallows 

fly south for 7,500 miles to Goya, Argentina. 

There they winter ^ until the end of Febru¬ 
ary, when they make their way home, 

arriving back at the mission of Cap¬ 
istrano on March 19th, Joseph’s 

Day, where they are greeted with the ringing of 

church bells and a great festival. It is something to see. 

For me this holiday was about the food. This is largely meat¬ 
less feast, with a lot of breads and pastas, as it fails during 
Lent. This recipe Is the traditional Pasta di San Guise or St 
Joseph’s Day Pasta, which is made with breadcrumbs that 
symbolize the sawdust of Joseph’s carpentry. 

St- Jos e ph’s P9$t a 

Cooked macaroni (or pasta of your choice) 

2 TBSP olive oil 

5 cloves garlic, chopped 

Pinch of red pepper flakes 

2 cups chopped fresh fennel 

2 cups crushed tomatoes 

2 TBSP tomato paste 

1 TBSP chopped fresh basil 

4 cans of drained, skinless, boneless sardines (or 

baccaia) 

Heat oil in large pot and saute in the garlic and pepper 
flakes. Add the fennel, tomatoes, paste and basil. Cover 
and let simmer 30 minutes until the fennel is tender. Add the 
sardines and simmer for a few more minutes. 

Topping: 

1 TBSP olive oil 
1 cup fine breadcrumbs 


Heat oil and add crumbs and heat until golden brown. Pour 
sauce over the pasta and sprinkle with the breadcrumbs.

Stonewall Veterans 
to Lead 

PrideFest Unity Parade 

The 2009 Central PA PrideFest Unity Parade 
will be headed by the STONEWALL Veter¬ 
ans Association. The SVA is an organization 
that positively and proudly represents gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and trans gendered history 
and culture. The executive committee of 
the SVA consists exclusively of actual par¬ 
ticipants of the 1969 Stonewall Rebellion, 
the event that is considered to be the birth 
place of the modem day gay rights move¬ 
ment. Mark Smith, Parade Chair, reported 
that Pride Festival of Central PA signed a 
contract to have four Stonewall Veterans ap¬ 
pear in the 2009 Pride Parade. The SVA will 
take their traditional place at the beginning 
of the parade being escorted by Bikers Unit¬ 
ed and Silent Witness of Central PA, Smith 
reported. 

In June of 1969, the Stonewall Inn, located 
in Manhattan, was a place for the GLBT 
community to gather. It was the first place 
GLBT people, including many teenagers, 
could feel free to be who they were. The 
Stonewall was a place where people could 
dance with whomever they chose. Back in 
1969, it was illegal for men to dance with 
other men. On June 27, 1969, the New York 
City Police Department raided the Stone¬ 
wall bar looking for various violations of 


liquid laws and city ordinances, taking away 
the security of the GLBT community that 
had gathered at the bar. As result, there were 
five inconsecutive nights when the GLBT 
community and their supporters fought 
back. The protest signs read: “Gay People, 
Gay Power, Gay Unity, Gay Rights, Gay 
Marriage.” This event became a historical 
turning point, when the patrons of the Stone¬ 
wall Inn decided they would no longer hide 
from society, instead, they demonstrated to 
the public that we are people and demanded 
their rights as human beings and American 
citizens. 

The Pride Festival of Central PA Board of 
Directors is pleased to have the SVA appear 
in this year’s parade. Jeff Clouser, Presi¬ 
dent of the board, states, “this appearance of 
the SVA fits in well with the theme of this 
year’s Pride Festival which is Your Rights, 
Our Rights, Human Rights: Stonewall Re¬ 
bellion 40th Anniversary.” In addition to 
the SVA’s parade appearance, Mr. Smith, 
parade chair, reported that the Pride Fes¬ 
tival of Central PA is working on organiz¬ 
ing a Sunday event in which the SVA will 
present a first hand account of the historical 
Stonewall rebellion to the central PA com¬ 
munity. The SVA has also been offered a 
booth at this year’s festival to educate peo¬ 
ple about the SVA and collect donations to 
fund its programs. The SVA seeks to pro¬ 
vide educational, community-building, and 
outreach programs. It also provides funding 
for Stonewall Veterans who need assistance 
for shelter, food, and medical care. One of 
the goals of the SVA is to create a permanent 
Stonewall Veterans Memorial Monument in 
New York City’s Greenwich Village. More

“My name is Harvey Milk and I am here to recruit you. “ 
Milk tells the story of an ordinary gay man who became 
an icon for gay dvil rights. Sean Penn amazingly chan¬ 
nels the spirit of his character's namesake from the 
unique voice to the undeniable charm. The movie begins 
with Harvey speaking into a tape recorder, recalling the 
events of his life, starting when he picks up twenty year 
old Scott Smith, played by James Franco, in a subway 
tunnel in New York City on the eve of his 40th birthday. 
The encounter evolves into a relationship, and the pair 
decide to move to San Francisco’s Castro district in 1972. 
They open a camera shop on Castro Street, and against 
the wishes of the other local businesses, run by straight 
Catholic folk, the store begins to thrive. 

With the success of his business and the influx of gays into 
the Castro District, Milk developed the notion that gays 
should buy from gay owned businesses. Through this 
philosophy he formed a gay business group and became 
its president. During this time, at the request of the Team¬ 
sters, he convinced the local gay bars to join a boycott of 
Coors beer products, and in return the Teamsters hired 
additional gay truckers. This kind of organization and 
clout aided him In becoming the self-proclaimed Mayor of 
Castro Street. 

After years of gay targeted police violence in the Castro, 
Milk reached a point where he knew he had to get politi¬ 
cally involved or shut up. In 1973 he decide to run for City 
Supervisor, because In his mind, the only way to achieve 
civil rights for gays and lesbians was to join the political 
process and pass laws providing for these rights. This 
election was the first of three lost election campaigns. 
While embarking on the fourth, Scott Smith, having stood 
by Harvey’s side, could take no more, and they parted 
ways. 

In 1977 after another hard fought campaign. Milk won a 
seat on the city’s Board of Supervisors. The campaign 
coincided with a state referendum called Prop 6, which 
^ould make the firing of all gay teachers and their sup- 
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porters mandatory across the state of California. Milk 
combated this initiative by encouraging his gay brothers 
and sisters to come out of the closet to their friends and 
families, because people that actually know a gay person 
are half as likely to vote to take away gay rights. Prop 6 
failed by more than a million votes. 

During his time as supervisor, Harvey was able to pass a 
number of pro gay ordinances. One measure that he did 
not support was a vote to move a mental health facility 
out of Supervisor Dan White’s District. This lack of sup¬ 
port severed any ties the two once had, and on November 
27, 1978, Dan White shot both Harvey Milk and Mayor 
Moscone to death In their offices. That evening a sponta¬ 
neous crowd of 25,000 to 40,000 gathered in the Castro 
and held a candle light vigil by walking to town hall. 

Dan White, using the cooked up “Twinkle Defense", only 
served five years in prison for the murders of both men. 
He then returned home, and a year and a half later com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

Harvey’s legacy as the first elected openly gay official in 
the country has rippled throughout our national politics. 
Today we have 664 elected and appointed openly gay of¬ 
ficials in North America, with forty nine in Pennsylvania 
alone. This ever growing contingent of advocates is very 
exciting and full of life changing possibility for all LGBT 
people. Even here in Harrisburg, City Council just recently 
passed a domestic partnership registry to help unmarried 
couples attain the same rights as married couples. This 
ordinance was developed by our very own openly gay city 
councilman Dan Miller. 

Harvey's ideals, although initiated in the late 70’s, are still 
relevant today. The more we publicly participate in the 
process of politics, the greater the potential we have for 
securing the civil rights currently available to our hetero 
brothers and sisters. Also, the more Americans that per¬ 
sonally know an out LGBT person, the more that trans¬ 
lates Into votes of support at the polls. 

Coming back to the movie, as this piece is a movie review 
after all, it Is a must see for every LGBT person and ev¬ 
ery person who supports the LGBT community, and even 
those whose support we have yet to secure. It is a top 
notch production, wonderfully acted, shot, scored, and di¬ 
rected. I would recommend it not only as a history lesson 
about vision and dedication, but also as a solid biographi¬ 
cal cinematic treasure. Can you say Oscar?!!! 







^ The Bible 
and 

Homosexuality: 
Queering the Bible

T he four articles we wrote previously looked at all of the six 
passages of the Bible that supposedly address homosexu¬ 
ality: Genesis 19:1-29; Leviticus 18:22 and 20:13; Romans 
1: 26-27; 1st Corinthians 6:9-11; and 1st Timothy 1:10. In each 
article, we presented a general overview of a lot of information. 
We usually address passages like these during a four to six hour 
workshop. It was not possible to mention everything here. Nev¬ 
ertheless, each time our conclusion was the same - we believe 
that homosexuality is not a biblical concern. 

We know that the Bible has been used to beat up certain minori¬ 
ties, and for us, that means GLBT persons. Yet, for both of us, 
we are dismayed and disheartened at the number of people in 
our GLBT community who are still afraid of the Bible because of 
these few verses. None of us needs to be afraid of God's word, 
particularly when there are so many parts of the Bible which af¬ 
firm God’s love and the goodness of God's creation. 

As pastors, we think it is about time that God's people get real 
about God's word. Thus, when we teach about the Bible and Ho¬ 
mosexuality, the third part of our presentation includes “Queer¬ 
ing the Bible," based upon Queer Biblical scholarship. In our 
opinion, there are many passages in the Bible that affirm our 
queer lives. 

As an introduction, let us explain the use of the word Queer. We 
use this term to describe our GLBT selves and sexual diversity, 
it is also a term used to define political dissidence and sexual dif¬ 
ference. In the Handbook of Postmodern Biblical Interpretation, 
"Queer Theory" states that the term is used to describe anything 
outside of the “norm," those not heterosexual. 

The Merriam-Webster Online Dictionary (www.m-w.com) says 
this: 

2 a : differing in some odd way from what Is usual or normal 
b (1) : ECCENTRIC, UNCONVENTIONAL 
d (1) often disparaging: HOMOSEXUAL (2) sometimes offen¬ 
sive: GAY 4b 

Usage Over the past two decades, an important change has 
occurred in the use of queer in sense 2d. The older, strongly 
pejorative use has certainly not vanished, but a use by some gay 
people and some academics as a neutral or even positive term 
has established Itself. This development is most noticeable in 
the adjective but is reflected In the corresponding noun as well. 
The newer use is sometimes taken to be offensive, especially by 
older gay men who fostered the acceptance of gay in these uses 
and still have a strong preference for It. 


In recent years, there have been movements that seek to reclaim 
derogatory words from oppressive culture. Certain members of 
the GLBT community have done this with the word Queer. In 
fact, some would say that they have “taken back" this word and 
aren’t letting anyone use this word against them any more. In 
fact, there is a book called “Take Back the Word: A Queer Read¬ 
ing of the Bible” which is full of articles based upon Queer Biblical 
scholarship. 

The “Introduction" of this text notes, “This anthology attempts 
to provide examples of a queer biblical hermeneutic that en¬ 
gages the entire Bible and its message, not just selected texts 
and characters. It is a strategy that outs the queer community 
by articulating the community’s lived experience in and beyond 
the closet as well as its particular concerns when encountering 
and appropriating the biblical text. It is a strategy that attempts 
to take back the Bible as the Word of God for our community, 
instead of a club." 

Many Biblical Scholars have been studying and writing in the 
field of Queer Biblical Interpretation which seeks to disrupt tra¬ 
ditional heterosexist readings of the Bible by studying the bible, 
the ancient world, and the original languages of ancient Hebrew 
and Greek. 

In this type of scholarship, there are several areas of focus. For 
instance, we identify texts that affirm same-sex love and the 
goodness of human sexuality. 

In addition, scholars “Qut" the Bible and “reconstruct" the queer 
Identities of Biblical characters. Further, we read the Bible from 
the social location of queers, as do African Americans, Women 
/ Feminists, Latin Americans, Asians, Africans, etc. In this in¬ 
stance, the entire Bible and message is taken back as the word 
of God for a particular community. The Bible is viewed as 
“friend," not harmful, but life-giving as the word of God. This is 
where queer people find themselves and their story within the 
Biblical story, and read that story with hope and faith. 

This article introduces our version of Queering the Bible. Our 
next article will begin looking at particular Queer texts that affirm 
same-sex loving relationships, such as David and Jonathon and 
Ruth and Naomi. Keep checking back for more!

CHEERS to full civil marriage equality and to all the protesters who came out on February 11th in Harrisburg to rally 
in support of It. The number of straight allies who attended was impressive, as was the fact that in over two hours 
I witnessed only two negative reactions, compared to hundreds of honks and thumbs-up of passers-by In support. 

CHEERS to the 98th annual International Women’s Day, which on March 8th will celebrate the economic, political, 
and social achievements of women past, present, and future. But a big JEERS to Pennsylvania for ranking 46th 
out of the 50 states In the percentage of women serving in state legislatures. Women now hold just 37 out of 253 
seats (14.6%) in PA. We can do much better than that. 

Speaking of achievements by women, CHEERS to Lilly Ledbetter and to her perseverance over the past decade 
in pursuit of gender equality. The first act President Obama signed into law was the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay Act of 
2009, which will help close the pay gap between men and women. Did you know that just one year after college 
graduation, women working full time are already earning only 80 percent as much as their male colleagues? Unfor¬ 
tunately, the pay disparity only increases from there. While this new law won’t allow Lilly Ledbetter to collect the 20 
years of back pay she deserves, it will help all of our daughters and grand-daughters and nieces and grand-nieces 
to finally earn what they deserve. 

CHEERS to President Obama for repealing the Bush administration’s global gag rule, which limited funding to orga¬ 
nizations that provide basic health care and family planning services to the poor in Third World countries. The gag 
rule resulted in more unintended pregnancies, more maternal complications and injuries, less Information about HIV/ 
AIDS prevention and treatment, and more - not fewer - abortions. 

JEERS to Congressional Republicans who voted against the Economic Stimulus Bill, and then proceeded to go 
home and brag about how much money they got placed in the bill for needed programs in their states. It seems 
many Republicans wanted the Stimulus Bill to pass, but they didn’t have the cajones to vote for it. 

On a non-political note, CHEERS to America’s sport: football. (Sorry, baseball, but you’ve been passed by.) First 
off, congratulations to the Pittsburgh Steelers, who won their record sixth Super Bowl last month. Also, let’s wel¬ 
come the Harrisburg Stampede, our new professional indoor football team whose first home game will be at the Farm 
Show on March 28th. During half-time of that game, you can also check out a scrimmage of women’s semi-pro 
football that includes our own Central PA Vipers, who will begin their regular season at home on April 18th. 

JEERS to Governor Ed Rendell. We’re more than willing to jeer Democrats when it’s warranted, and the Governor’s 
hiring of recently ousted state representative Dan Surra to a newly created position as an advisor to the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Wilds at $95,000 a year certainly qualifies. This hiring was in spite of a statewide hiring freeze and the Gover¬ 
nor’s demand for “no whining" from thousands of state workers who are in danger of being laid off due to the state 
budget crisis. And exactly what and where are the Pennsylvania Wilds anyway?
